ASSASSINATION OF GEN. 


FUNSTON 
THREATENED 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—The attention of the officials of 


the War Department naturally has been attracted to the statement 
of General Frederick Funston to the effect that he did not care to 
wrade his troops in San Francisco if they were to be jeered and 
Sneered at by an unwhipped mob." It was said at the deput»em 
today that not only had no complaint been lodged against th* of- 
ficer for this statement, but it was intimated that no notice would 
be taken of any ouch complaint in view of the second statement at- 
tributed to the general explaining and qualifying his utterances. 


Brigadier-General Frederick Funston, stationed .in San Fran- 


cisco, has received a number of threatening letters in which the 
writers declare that he is to be assassinated. 


General Funston says he has one letter in which the writer 


declares that if he parades his tro jps on the streets of San Francisco 
he would meet the fate of Steunenberg. 


In the central station at

THE PROTEST. 


"The undersigned property owners 
and residents of-Fruitvale respectfully 
petition your Honorable body to re- 
voke the liquor license issued to the 
Criterion roadhouse, which is now be- 
ing conducted by one William Sink to 
the detriment of the adjoining proper- 
ty'and the Immediate neighborhood. 
This place, ostensibly, conducted as a 
boarding house, is nothing more nor 
less than a common roadhouse of the 
most dangerous type. 
. 
"This 
place is frequented at an 
hours'of the night by all sorts of men 
and women. 
In consequence of the 
perpetual noise resulting from their 
orgies and brawls; it is impossible for 
the people occupying homes in the 
Immediate neighborhood to secure 
their proper rest. 
"We understand that Mr. Sink is 
merely in agent in.the affair and con- 
ducts the- place for others who are 
sufficiently shrewd to remain in the 
background anar in no way identify 
themselves with the resort. 
"We have been Informed, and be- 
lieve, that the liquor license for the 
Criterion was secured through fraud. 


as it was explained to your Honorable 
body when the petition for the license 
was filed, that the place was to be 
conducted as a respectable resort. 
"So long as the Criterion is permit- 


ted to run its present course the prop- 
erty in the neighborhood will depreci- 
ate in value because of the fact that 
proximity to this roadhouse renders 
the site undesirable for homes or for 
business purposes. 
"Because of this lamentable condi- 
tion of affairs, and knowing full •well 
that the desire of your Honorable 
Body is on the side of decency and 
morality, we, the undersigned, petition 
your Honorable Body to revoke the li- 
quor license issued to the alleged pro- 
prietor of the Criterion:

Woman Who Finds Body of Husband in 


Morgue Relates Strange Tale of 


Early Misfortunes.

sion, and his throat and breast were 
black, as ii' he had been choked to 
death. 
"I don't beMeve my huiband dred • 


natural death, but th* nurses and dec- 
tors won't tell m* anything about i*. 
I tall you ther* are unseen force* at 
work in this city at th* pr*a»nt time, 
which wilt bring all the wrong-doer* t» 
juatic*." 
These were the words of Mrs. Jamea 


B. Loughan who resides at 779 Capp 
street 
Tht-y we're uttered In a mildly 


fervid manner In the presence of Cor- 
oner Walsh at tho morgue this morn- 
ing. 
Coupled with them, in discussing 


a legal subj* ct, she said 
"I wa* told to appeal to Abe Ruef re- 


garding a decision of the Supreme 
Court m a cas* of mine and Ruef put 
hia hand* in hi* pocket* and at th* 
tarn* time said, 'Madam, th* juitlce* of 
th* Supreme Court hav* put your mon- 
ey in their pockets.'" 


FINDS SPOUSE DEAD. 


These uttffances were inspired by 


the reading by Mrs. Loughan in the 
mortuary columns of the local papers 
the death of her husband, James B. 
Loughan, at the city and county hos- 
pital, and upon her calling there and 
making the discovery that It was In- 
deed her "pins* who lay on the slab 
it the morgue of that institution, but 
jvhose identity was almost destroyed 
>ecause of the marks of indignities to 
jvhlch she claimed he had been sub- 
lected. 
Coroner Walsh telephoned to 
the 


Hospital and ascertained that the hus- 
aand In question had been a paralytic 
vnd whatever marks were upon hta 
person were due to the fact that he 
had not been able to take care of 
himself. 
This answer 
OMd not satisfy 
the 


widow, although It was shown her that 
her spouse 1- ad been an Inmate of the 
hospital continuously for the last five 
weetos, and off and on for the last 
two years. 


LOST 
FRIENDS. 


Till* brought out ^ the story which i 


comprised a strange series of deser- 
tions in married life, from the wo- 
man whom paralysis and 
advanced 
years have bereft of both friend* and 
means of livelihood as 'an evangelist 
of the Methodist Episcopal church. In 
the recital was a reference to E. C. 
Chapman, an attorney o flier, a for- 
mer resident of Oakland, and brother 
of M. C. Chapman, a former mayor of 
that city. 
_ 
"I was married," said Mrs. Loughan, 
to the TRIBUNE correspondent, "to- 
my husband In 1883. He was a paint 
er. I lived with him until 1897. H« 
then deserted me, because I became 
paralyzed, but my friends prayed for 
me, and the paralysis wa* removed. 
But I did not blame Mm for desert- 
ing me. Yesterday I noticed his name 
because I know very many people re- 
siding here for years, and it was na- 
tural for m« to look over the death 
column to see who had passed away. 
"Regardless of his desertion of me, 


I still consider him my husband, be- 
cause he was well reared, and It Is 
now my only hope to meet him here- 
after when I go to the other world 
where he has gone.

SECURED DAMAGES. 


"I was paralysed In falling down stairs 
!n a building owned by David Hewes at 
Sixth and Market streets In 1897, where 
1 was holding a revival service. My fall- 
ing was occasioned by a defective cleat, 
or temporary stairway in the building. 
I sued Hewes for damages for $2J5,000 and 
secured Judgment of J4000.

A Blundering Child Protector. 


No ironder theatrical managers in the East are averse to bring- 


ing their attractions to Oakland. The city is still cursed by a linger- 
ing spirit of parochialism and petty officials who execute the law in 
the spirit of the "crowner's quest" in rural England fifty or sixty 
years ago. An example is furnished by Christopher Ruess.-recently 
appointed probation officer. Ruess, so it is reported, declares that 
the children who assist Miss Maude Adams in the production of 
"Peter Pan" will not be permitted to appear on the stage when the 
play is produced in Oakland. 


They have been permitted to appear everywhere else, but Ruess 


Is determined to assert his new authority and vindicate the morals of 
Oakland. Of course the absence of the children from the stage will 
spoil the play and rob it of the chief attraction it possesess for the 
public, but Mr. Ruess is not concerned about that. It matters not to 
him that the play is clean and wholesome, and cannot 
injuriously 


affect the morals of the children who participate in it or the people 
who witness it from the auditorium, the law's the law and must be 
enforced here regardless qf what happens elsewhere or the fact that 
enforcement to the strict letter in this instance will practically de- 
feat the purpose of the law. 


Among the laws enacted in this State to protect children from 


contaminating influences on the stage or being abused, and over- 
worked by greedy parents and brutal managers is one inflicting 'a 
fine of $250 on every theater manager and every parent who permits 
a child under sixteen years of age to appear on the professional stage. 
This act was never intended to be enforced literally, nor has it ever 
been enforced to the letter. Its purpose was to lodge in the authori- 
ties large discretionary powers lor the protection of children from 
corrupting associations and abusive treatment. It never was in- 
tended for arbitrary execution or as an absolute bar to the appear- 
ance of children in dramatic presentation. It has never been invoked 
where children were treated with a proper regard for their health, 
morals and education, and where the plays in which they participated 
appealed to the love of childhood and the sweet and wholesome in 
human nature. 


It i:? claimed that Mr. Ruess has been moved to a strict enforce- 


ment of the law by the fact tljat its spirit and purpose have been 
violated in some recent productions in the minor theaters. A neglect 
of duty in one case does not excuse an arbitrary exercise of power 
producth e of no good result in another. Let the line be drawn 
where it ought to be drawn, in favor of the good and against the bad. 
Let the purpose of the law and not its rigid iirdiscriminating letter 
be executed. Joseph 
Jefferson, 
whose dramatic career -was a 


benison, was literally reared on the stage, and all his life he gave to 
the drama a sweet, \\holesome, elevating influence that still survives 
and gives dramatic art a fine and ennobling inspiration. Mr. Ruess 
should learn to distinguish and to discriminate. Above all, he should 
learn at the outset of his official career that the powers in which 
the law clothes him are largely discretionary, to be used to promote 
good morals and the welfare of society, and not as a killjoy and a 
nagger, finding pretexts to annov where he can render society no 
beneficial service or do anything to make the lives of children 
brighter and cleaner. He should use common sense and study the 
purpose of the atithority vested in him. 


A person, whether old or young", is all the better for seeing 


"Peter Pan." 
The children who take part in it are treated with 


every kindness and surrounded by gentle and wholesome influences. 
[They are happy, healthy, lighthearted, and find their tasks a pleas- 
ure rather than a labor. They are being educated in the great 
school of human nature, and are fitting themselves for a remunerative 
vocation in life, and at the same time are a financial help to their 
parents. Moreover, they are gi\mg the public a pure pleasure and 
bringing to the stage an atmosphere that sweetens, and purifies it 
both for the actor folk behind and the spectators in front of the 
scenes.

The Schedules Need Correcting. 


The Oakland Traction Company should 
modify 
the time 


schedules of its cars that a larger allowance may be made for neces- 
arj»stoppages to give passengers sufficient time to get on and off. 
The schedules, as now arranged, compel the platform men to either 
fall behind in making their trips or force passengers to get on and 
off while the cars are in motion. Frequently car after car whirls by 
people standing at the crossings because the time allowed for stop- 
pages has already been consumed. Constantly passengers are com- 
pelled to get off or on while the cars are merely slowed down or 
be carried beyond their destination or left standing by the tracks. 


This mars an otherwise splendid service, and causes public 


nconvenience; also increased danger from accident and friction be- 
tween passengers and carmen. The company posts signs warning 
passengers against getting on and off while cars are in motion, 
but the running schedule practically nullifies the warning. If a pas- 
enger be injured in alighting or boarding a car he is debarred from 
recovering damages on the ground that he is guilty of contributary 
negligence. Yet passengers are given the alternative of taking a 
chance or be lef^behind or carried beyond their destination. This is 
a matter the Traction company should adjust so as to afford better 
accommodations to the public.

RAILROADS FIXING 


PASSENGER TARIFFS 


CHICAGO. June 24.—The railroad rate 
clerks'are working night and day to put 
paaseiiger tariffs of the majority of the 
roads upon a two-cent basts, to comply 
with the new law's of various 
states. 
Thousands of new tariffs must be com- 
pileB. and It ts thought the Interstate 
Commission, in view of the herculean 
task, will authorise the roads to put the 
reduced rates Into effect as rapidly as 
they are compiled under the head of 
"Emergency Rates." The law require* 
thirty days notice, but it is believed this 
wll? be waived in the face of the emerg- 
ency. The reduction of rate* will be- 
gin with the large commercial centers, 
•woiktng out as rapidly aa possible to the 
sntMitter places. 
Nominally, the Interstate rates art sup- 
posed to be upon a three-cent basis, but 
the roads actually receive but a trifle 
over two cents a mile, due to reductions 
for conventions. Public sentiment seems 
to demand a flat two-cent rate and the 
railroad presidents will not oppose the 
public sentiment at 
this time. 
The 
Western roads, will be hit hardest b'y 
the two-cent' rate, for their spanely set- 
tled territories will not respond to the 
atlmnlus of tbe cheaper rate*, aa will the 
more thickly settle*} eastern districts. 
The reduction of oae way and round trip 
tickets to a Mais of two cents' a mile 
may cause an. Increase ia the travel 
wMeh will more than offset tee special 
business created by .the • contention and 
other rates, but the western roads doubt 
it.

In order to 
hide his identity he signed the ad- 
vertisement "L. J, W., General De- 
livery, Kalamazoo," and as result the 
fictitious address falls under the gov- 
ernmont fraud order, and some forty 
letters are being held up at the local 
postoftice. 
The advertisement Captain Banks 


had Inserted la unique and original. 
It follows: 
"WANTED—I DO NOT WANT TO 
marry today, but I do want a 
housekeeper to go out in the country 
23 miles from Kalamazoo; either 
young, middle-aged or old will do, 
If In good health, free from children 
and the lovelorn swain; work 
Is 
light; much of the time away from 
home; winters we will spend either 
at Washington, D. C., or 
further 
South, as we may decide; constant 
companionship is what I need and 
must have; was an officer in the war 
of 1861-65, wounded and badly crip- 
pled, and It is necessary that I have 
a close attendant to go where I go 
and stay where I stay; a rare chance 
for a lady who enjoys a little ro- 
mance to break the monotony of the 
more sluggish realities of everyday 
life; every answer, to this ad 
will 
receive reply either by letter or per- 
sonal call; be quick; don't nibble; 
bite; can give the very best refer- 
ences. Address, with full name, age, 
description of photo, residence, etc., L, 
J. W., Kalamazoo, Mich., General De- 
livery." 
BALKED BY GOVERNMENT. 
When "L. J. W." appeared at the 
general delivery window for his mail 
he was astonished to be informed by 
the clerk that the letters could not 
be delivered to htm. It was explained 
that the government regarded mall 
addressed in such a manner as fraud- 
ulent. 
"L. J. W.," or, as it afterward ap- 
peared, Captain Banks, was wrathful 
and Insisted that his mall be handed 
over to him. He was to'd that any 
one might rightfully claim the let- 
ters. Captain Banks afterward called 
on Deputy Postmaster Orcutt, and re- 
peated his demands. 
He disclosed 
his real identity to Orcutt, and the 
latter attempted to show the captain 
that since even fictitious intials were 
used, but one course was left open— 
that of forwarding the letters to the 
Dead Letter Office In Washington, 
where they will be destroyed. There 
are about forty of the missives, and 
several postt cards are included in 
the assorment. 
By no means defeated in his pur> 
pose, Captain Banks has reworded 
his advertisement and It appears in 
the press as follows: 
"WANTED — AT ONCE, HOUSE- 
keeper and traveling companion, 
whther young, middle-aged or old 
she must be in good health; no chil- 
dren or other incumbrance. Address, 
with name, residence and description, 
L. J. W., care Gazette, Klalamazoo, 
Mich." 


MANY ARE WILLING. 
Now the many willing maidens, 
maids and older persons, who so 
promptly responded to the captain's 
first appeal, can feel assured of his 
receiving their letters. 
The "L. J. 
W." box at the postoftice indicates 
that there are a goodly number will- 
ing to accept the task of entertain- 
ing the captain, and It will be a case 
for him of paying his money and tak- 
ing his choice. 


IS OVJER 80 YEARS. 
Captain Banks is over 80 years of 


age, but his appearance would Indi- 
cate that he is not a day over 60. 
He was married several years ago 
to his second wife, who was at the 
time of the marriage only a slip of 
a girl. 
They have been living at 
Moore's Corners for some time, and, 
according to the story, Mrs. Banks 
became infatuated v> ith Charles Har- 
ris, a farm hand, about 19 years of 
age. Mrs. Banks Is about 30, but the 
difference in their ages did not pre- 
vent the captain's wife from eloping, 
so it Is said, two weeks ago. Captain 
Banks has had but little to say of 
his wife's desertion, but the adver- 
tisement shows the old man's bitter- 
ness. 
It is understood that the cap- 


tain has heard nothing from his help- 
meet and her lover since their dis- 
appearance. 
He indicates that he 
has cast her off and will forget her, 
however, by his efforts to find an- 
other woman to take her place.

leg terribly injured, and during late 
years he has been forced to go about 
most of the time on crutches. 
He 
draws a large, pension and is said to 
be comfortably fixed financially. For 
many years after the close of the war 
he was connected with the secret ser- 
vice.

1 have given five years 
of my life In public service as Mayor, 
and -1 would not be a candidate fqr 
i election.

'would force me to accept the appoint- 
'Xnent for the few months between now 
and the 1st of January- 
Little could 
'be, accomplished in that time, and 
much depends on unanimity of action 
*t this time. 
Whoever Is appointed 
now ought to be able to ingratiate 
fciiuself with the people so that there 
would be no question but what he 
•would be elected in November. 
'3t Is true, as you say, that the first 
m6nths of reorganization might prove 
a trying time, but whoever is appoint- 
ed will ha\e the benefit of the best 
advice. 
While I have held no office 
tor several years, I have always been 
•willing to sive my tin\e for public 
work, and there are many others who 
"will be willing to do the same.

Speaking of his interview with Sec- 
retary Garfield at Washington, Phelan 
said the present Secretary of the 
Interior was favorably Inclined to the 
project of granting rights to th« pity 
in the Yosemite National Park for a 
reservoir site in the Ketch Hetchy 
water system. 


"The only trouble is," he said, "that

mado.

•supply. 
In New York they are going 


to the Catskills for a new supply.

Croton water is already practically 
condemned for drinking, aqd men are

uprings. 
There will be no question as 
to financing the Hetch Hetchy project, 
because it is a neces3i,ty. 


"It will doubtless be necessary to 
purchase those parts of the Spring Val- 
ley cystem which will be needed when 
we have brought the water from the 
Sierras, but there are some parts of 
the system whleh the city would not 
want to -•urchaie, such as the Alameda 
sources of the present supply. 
If a 
proper price can be arranged with the 
Spring Valley company for those parts 
of the system which it would be ad- 
visable for the city to own, I should 
favor the purchase.
